The breeder and finisher of piga in AstMfiea 
aetidt them to the woods ( the " buah" ) to fcerl 
and become the lull giowo bog, when they 
return to hit farm to eontumo the prorluet of 
hia tilled lsnd, paaaiug to Lhe lard manufac- 
turer, and thence tu the merelumt ; the pig 
thus becomes the medium nf converting the 
produce of tbe rich 1 m.i Into a valuable eapor, : 
by tbe progressing nf aueh s aystetn the im- 
mense valley of the Masssialjuil ia becoming tbe 
thode of civilised man.
